Stockholders Are Now

The restraining order placed on the 
ward of directors of the Owens River 
Water and Power Company to prevent 
them from selling the delinquent shares 
of several of the stock holders who held 
about one- third of the amount of stock 
subscribed was discharged this morn- 
Ing by Superior Judge Ellsworth. 
The 
power company and its directors, F. J. 
Barly, J. H. McDonald, E. P. Cook, E. 
T. Holland and T. B. Dozler, were 
made, the defendants of a suit brought 
bjTC. E..-W. G. and W. D. Watson, 
John Landers, Maud Dozler, James N. 
Block and Charles Wonacott, through 
heir attorney, Abe P Leach, In which 
it was claimed that illegal steps were 
taken by the directors of the corpora- 
tion when they held their meetings and 
declared the stocks held by many ,of 
the stockholders were declared delin- 
quent a,nd were advertised for sale. 
Judge Ellsworth heard the petition of 
ttie plaintiffs and ordered that a re- 
straining order be placed on the direc- 
tors until a further order of the court. 
They fwere restrained from selling the 
stock until the agreement was reached 
during the past week by which the de- 
sired effect was obtained when the 
plaintiffs in this Injunction suit and 
several other stockholders sold their in- 
terests to H. A. Mosher, private secre- 
tary of Edson F, Adams. 
When this deal was consummated 
more than a third of a million dollars 
changed hands. Just how much Mosh- 
er paid for the shares it is not known. 
Attorney Leach stated this morning 
that he was not privileged to divulge 
that part of the deal. 
He said the 
airount was satisfactory, vso the Wat-. 
sons, who held the greater part of the 
stock, were willing to transfer it to the 
Mono Power Company, which is the di- 
rect route their property will take in 
its course hack to the orglnal directors 
of the Owens company. 
The shares of the Watsons and many 
others were declared delinquent be- 
cause they refused to pay the assess- 
ment of 2 cents a share made on the 
stock. 
This assessment was made to 
raise $18,000 to buy back a corporation 
note given to Edson F. Adams. 
It was 
claimed among the manv grounds on 
which the payment of this assessment 
was avoided that the company's princi- 
pal place of business was still in San 
Francisco, that the legal procedures 
were not properly taken in making the 
transfer of their headquarters to Oak- 
land. 
Their shares were advertised for sale, 
but before the time for the sale was 
made Attorney Leach obtained a re- 
straining order. 
It was satd at the 


time that the steps taken by 'the direc,- 
tors of the power company were prin- 
cipally to obtain the balance of the 
company's interests. 
The matter was 
adjusted out of court and the Watsons 
and many of the other holders of the 
third of the actually subscrlped stock 
surrendered their portion to the com- 
pany through Messrs. Adams and 
Mosher and the Mono Power Company, 
which has the water rights on the 
Owens river three miles above the 
properties of the Owens River Water 
and Power Company. 
The city of Los 
Angeles recently bonded itself for J23,- 
000,000 to purchase the Owens- com- 
pany.

ENGINE HOUSES. 


All of the engine houses are in need 


of repairs, either 
the plastering or 


woodwork, or both. 
All five houses 


should be painted. 
More ample accommodations should 


be provided for men, horses and ap- 
paratus at the Webb avenue station. 
Seven men sleep in the small dormi- 
tory in the second story of the main 
building, and the method of ventilation 
IS most primitive and ineffective. 
.The chemical engine, hose wagon 


and hook and ladder truck stand tan- 
dem on the main floor, with, the horses 
in the rear on either .side. 
If any- 
thing, goes wrong -with either of the 
front rigs, when an alarm is sounded, 
it is impossible for the others to move 
until the trouble is remedied (a bad 
position for the only hook and ladder 
truck'In the city to be in if ladders 
are needed at a fire. Instead of hav- 
ing the rig.s stand ^tandem they should 
each have a sepa'rate 
door, so that 
either may move out independent of 
the other. 


HOUSE IS OLD. 


$19,492. fThe Increase of losses over 
the previous year was $7494, with ex- 
actly the same number of alarms. The 
insurance on the property Involved was 
$177,350, and the value of the property 
endangered by the fires $585,300. 


Not a single buildiixg in which a fire 


occurred was a total loss and no fire 
spread beyond the building in which it 
originated. 


FIRES AND ALARMS. 


During the year there were 2S< box 
alarms, 52 by telephone and 27 ''still" 
or verbal alarms.

The companies of the department

RECOMMENDATIONS, 


I recommend that all the fire hy- 


drants on Park street, between Buena 
Vista and San Antonio avenues, bo re- 
placed with the latest pattern two-way 
hydrants, witlh ample connections from 
the street main, and • that a similar 
hydraat be set on Park street midway 
between Santa Clara and Central ave- 
nues. It is not good business to have 
hvdrants with but a single opening in

In Germany the plan of'establishing schools in the center of forests" 


for children Whose physical'condition requires special care ' has been 
tried in recent years, says the New York Sun. Dr. Grau has given in 
the Centralblatt fur Gesundheltspflege an account of the results obtain- 
ed at one of these establishments, at Gladbach, run on lines.-similar to 
those of the Charlottenburg School at the gates of Berlin. ' 


The pupjls, numbering Il8, were for the most part scrofulous^ 0r 


anaemic. No tuberculosis patients were admitted. ' The dally instruct 
tlon lasted two hours and three-quarters and was in three parts,-with 
Intervals of-rest. The subjects to which the greatest amount of. at- 
tention was given were natural history and gymnastics. • 


The children were made to lie down from 1 to 3 p. m. Most of 


triem enjoyed refreshing-sleep during this period. Their hygienic edu- 
cation was carried on with special care. There was a medical inspec- 
tion every day.

The sanitary results of the first season's working, in the -summer 


of last year, were most satisfactory. There was an increase of weight

ours are also. In fact, our returns are 
more legitimate than thoee of New 
York If we take Into consideration the 
immense stock-trading deals Included 
in the New York returns. By far the 
bulk of the San Francisco clearings 
are genuine commercial transactions. 
"It is true we had much insurance 


money for a v.'bile to swell our returns 
but that was some months ago. Last 
June our returns amounted to $188,- 
591,327, a net gain of $35,985,773 over 
the same month of last 'year. How 
about other places for June-? .Brad- 
street's say*"fhat those of New York 
for June were lower than at any time 
since September, 1904. The June re- 
turns for the entire country, say.s the 
same-authority, were lower than for 
any month'sine* September, 1906. In 
spite of those conditions June saw San 
Francisco with a handsome Increase.

AND THE PRESS 


. , That distinguished apostle of 


public spirit, the Hon. 
Francis 


Joseph Heney, has developed an 
intense and inextinguishable hat- 
red of the press He has become 
a press baiter of the most virulent 
type. Whether in the role of star 
performer at a prandial symposi- 
um or in his more congenial oc- 
cupation of platform swaggerer, 
this garrulous little professional 
-reformer is never so vehement 
a» when hurling the, shafts of his 
congenital spite at the joints in 
the harness of the Fourth Estate. 
His passionate pounding of the 
press has excited much surprise, 
since it is generally known that 
in him we have an excellent illus- 
tration of the wizardry, of the 
press in transmuting mediocrity 
into the semblance of precious 
worth. The Hon. Francis Joseph 
is distinctly a press made lawyer. 
He began the cultivation of 
newspaper boosting long before 
Attorney General Knox, at the 
instigation of Don Cameron of 
Pennsylvania, took him up and 
enabled him to pick up a little 
practice on the strength of his 
pull at Washington with the lob- 
byists of the trusts. 
In those 


days Mr. Heney, was not a re- 
former. 
Those were the days 


when his pull at .Washington 
saved Judge Humphrey of Hon- 
olulu from removal despite th« 
petition of the united Hawaiian 
bar. But now Mr. Heney is so 
zealous as a reformed one might 
imagine that he has always been 
open to a divine illumination and" 
that in his daily walk he has been 
elevated by intercourse with the 
spiritual world. And the press 
which has nourished jn him, an 
egoistic complacency and preten- 
sion, a hard and condemnatory 
spirit toward his fellow-men, he 
reviles with such well simulated 
antipathy as almost to compel 
the inference that the sins oi 


v journalism torment his virtuous 


soul. 


Far be it from me to suggest 


that Mr. Heney, is hypocritical in 
his pose as a reformer. 
The 


charge of hypocrisy is one that I 
would make against no man; for 
I conceive it to be the ugliest 
charge that can be made against 
a human creature. Critics of hu- 
man conduct are too reckless 
with charges of hypocrisy; as 
they cannot read the soul they 
cannot very well reach conviction 
respecting sincerity. Mr. He- 
ney's sentiments I prefer to re- 
gard as the natural crop of a 
mind where the soil is chiefly 
made up oi egoistic passions. He 
is in all probability, sincere in his 
strictures on the conduct of the 
press. He realizes that to the 
press is due most of the credit 
for his triumphs and this realiza- 
tion does not inspire pleasing 
emotions. He would like to per- 
suade himself as well as the gen- 
eral public thaVhe did it all with 
bis own little wit. Perhaps he 
'iias convinced himself of this and 
is now intent on convincing the 
public. It was Aristotle, I be- 
lieve, who said there is nothing 
that expires so soon as gratitude. 
But I would not be understood 
as intimating that Mr. Heney ii 
ungrateful. If, as I have heard, 
in his great zeal as a hired special 
prosecutor he has been most as- 
siduous in his efforts to indict 
men to whom he owed a debt of 
gratitude, 
that 
circumstance 


would not in my opinion be con- 
clusive oil the mean spirit which 
hostile critics have sought to im- 
yMte. There have been philoso- 
phers who have argued that a 
man's first duty is to the State 
and that one should have the 
reins of friendship as loose as 
powibk, so that they can be 
tightened or let go at'pleasure; 
fcr, iev their opinkm, eaae is tht 
chief eMt*ti*I to happy living, 
and this the i»ind cam** «joy if 
it bears, as it were, the pan* of 


m behalf of friends; 
To 


same school betoaf . these 


advocate, which recognized the 
morally wrong as the politically 
right. Tib allusion isi not inaig- 
nincant since it shows that Judge 
Dunne is not without some au- 
thority .for -those rulings in the 
Schmitz case which seem to be in 
defiance of law. 


Whatsoever be Mr. Heney's 


motives in attacking his ally, the 
press, there should be no' doubt 
respecting the effect on the pub- 
lic mind. Mr. Heney's attacks 
greatly increase the respect of 
the reverent groundlings. These 
attacks are proof of his courage 
and his independence. I have no 
doubt that in fulminating against 
that press, which has become the 
main element of unreason .and 
stupidity in the judgment of an 
undiscerning public, Mr. Heney 
believes that he is standing on a 
amoral elevation to which the ob- 
jects of his censure are compelled 
reluctantly to look up; also, that 
his conduct in its loftiness and its 
purity is a perpetual rebuke to 
low and vicious desires. 
For 


with such zeal has Mr. Heney 
devoted himself to the task of 
earning the big fee which he Is 
to be paid for rescuing the city 
from loathsome hands -and turn- 
ing it over to the tender mercies 
of Mr. Spreckels of the 
Sugar 


Trust and the ineffable Mr. Phe- 
lan wno gave us the charter, he 
has come to regard himself as a 
reformer at heart1 as well as at 
purse. The power of self-hyp- 
notism is well developed in the 
patriotic Mr. Heney. If it were 
not for that subtlety of self-pres- 
entation by wliich a man gives us 
a fairly correct impression of his 
character not by what he means 
to convey but by what he inad- 
vertently, enables us to discern, I 
should probably find it somewhat 
difficult to, trace the labyrinthine 
self-delusions of the voluble and 
vehement little barrister. Far be 
it from me, as I have suggested, 
tp intimate that Mr. Heney is not 
convinced of his own superior 
virture. I would not suggest that 
Heney is entirely sensible of his 
own transfiguration; that, for in- 
stance, he has the slightest recol- 
lection of ever receiving a fee 
from the Spring Valley Water 
Company, a corporation whose 
principles are notoriously as pure 
as its water, and which never hav- 
ing bribed a supervisor was not 
in need of investigation at the 
hands of the Oliver grand jury. 
I am prepared to believe that 
Heney has forgotten that he de- 
fended Judge Noyes of Nome. 
It would not be hard to persuade 
me that he believes he has been 
prosecuting crooks all his life and 
never figured a cent of tainted 
money. Therefore I amTnot in- 
clined to scoff when this pompus 
little personage indulges in a riot 
of gratuitous accusations,against 
my daily contemporaries. 
If 


there is any incongruity in the 
circumstance of his sitting in 
judgment on the press and af- 
fecting 
a 
virtuous 
perjudice 


against people afflicted with the 
weakness of human, nature the 
probability is he is as ignorant 
of- it as a blind man is of his 
image in a glass. 


OPPORTUNITIESJHE 
HAS ENJOYED. 


In .one sense Mr. Heney is 


eminently fitted lor the role of 
press critic. He is perhaps more 
familiar with the ways of the 
local daih'es than any other mem- 
ber of the local bar. Through 
a remarkable and unprecedented 
co-ordination of circumstances 
the interests of the dafly, press 
have been made to dovetail with 
the interests of the Prosecution, 
an'd Mr. Heney has had oppor- 
tunities never before enjoyed by 
a lawyer for observing the ways 
that are peculiar to the modern 
newspaper. He has aee» the-jwo- 
prieton off our dailies go the dis- 
taaee m the achievement of tfceir 
ends, which eads we should all be* 
willing to befiev* are the ends of 
public, justice and tfrie parity 


few* 


by their servile attitude toward 
the carmen's union during the re- 
cent strike. 
Mr. ,Heney has 


learned something of the power 
of the , press. He has 
learned 


something 
of 
its 
ingenious 


methods for inciting public clam- 
or, for persuading timid judges, 
for adding to the Size of s^nall 
lawyers on the right side and re- 
ducing the stature of big lawyers 
on the wrong side. Indeed the 
circumstance that is most con- 
ductive to doubt in my mind re- 
specting the sincerity of Mr. 
Heney is that after engaging the 
amiable offices of the daily press 
and conniving at many of the 
things that have been done in his 
behalf to enable him to accomp- 
lish some of the results which I 
know that he knows could never 
have-been accomplished without 
those offices, he pretends to be- 
lieve that the morals of the news- 
papers to which jhe is indebted 
are worse than those of the sworn 
officer of the law who has been 
a party to the/ transactions by 
which it has been sought to pro- 
mote civic purity in this demora- 
lized metropolis. 


HOW COURTS 
ARE INTIMIDATED. 


By way of illustration of the 


advantages Mr. Heney enjoys 
from the co-operation of the 
press I will point to the deft al- 
lusions that have been made by 
each of the dailies to the Court of 
Appeals, since the conviction, of 
Eugene Schmitz. 
Nearly every 


time that a newspaper has re- 
ferred to the appeal to be taken 
from Judge Dunne's rulings, it 
has been said that the defense 
hopes to bring political pressure 
to bear upon the jurists of that 
tribunal. 
After that assertion 


j..~d been repeated several times 
in the public prints then the 
dailies told us there was a wicked 
rumor in circulation to the effect 
that the court had been reached. 
Most surprising would it be if 
something in the nature of a ru- 
mor had not sprung from tfie oft- 
reiterated assertion by the organs 
of the Prosecution that political 
pressure was to be brought to 
"bear on the court. It is perhaps 
needless to inform my readers 
that this suggestion of political 
pressure was in furtherance of 
the designs of the pious and zeal- 
ous attorneys for the Prosecu- 
tion, one of whom is the virtuous 
Frances Joseph Heney a voluble 
retail talker, who, when discuss- 
ing the morals of his co-adjutors 
of the press indulges in whole- 
sale assertion and vague declama- 
tion, but never has any criticism 
to offer respecting practices de- 
signed to intimidate judges. Mr. 
Heney knows that a statement to 
the effect that a court is about to 
be subjected to political pressure 
is likely to give that court the 
impression that its integrity will 
be impugned if it does not decide 
against the interests which are to 
receive the benefit of such pres- 
sure. Mr. Heney knows that such 
a statement is not conductive to 
justice, but I have not heard him 
protest against the sinister aids 
employed by the newspaper* to 
^quicken the political regeneration 
of the city in the interest of 
several distinguished civic pat- 
riots. 
Mr. Heney, it is m]T opin- 


ion, knows that the Court of Ap- 
peals is composed of judges who* 
are much more deserving of pub- 
lic esteem than some of those 
with whom he has been dealing. 
Moreover he knows that it is not 
safe to have an honest court re- 
view the entire history of the 
graft prosecution. 


HIS POTENTIALITIES 
FOR GOOD. 


It i* too bad that the thrasoni- 


cal little lawyer, white he has hi* 
hand in, doesn't smash the dailies 
for their real delinqneneies. 
ft 


is too bad; that he conceives the 
support of the tabor unions es- 
sential to the main "triumph for 


the .-dailies to some purpose on 
their affected indignation at the 
truth spoken by General Fuhstoii, 
oh their persistent coddling of 
the unions while affirming their 
devotion to the moral and finan- 
cial interests of the .city, on a 
thousand and one things that 
justify the inference that their 
rage against the rich.victims of 
Abe Ruefii extortion is'as empty 
of conviction as that 6f a pan- 
tomineking. It i* to be regretted 
that Mr. Heney doesn't find it 
consistent with the interests of 
his employers to let his personal 
partialities inspire his moral theo- 
rizing. 
The newspapers have 


made such a big man out of htm 
that his words cany considerable 
weight, and he could do some 
good with sincere criticism. And 
there will never be another time 
so propitious as the present for 
effective preachments against tile 
frail and fickle press. In the 
course of a few months the news- 
papers will begin the work of ex- 
posing the Heney, feet of clay, 
and a little' later the current 
eidolon will be in ruins. 
The 


fraigments of Heney's prototypes 
strew bur daily, pathway; 
We 


have but to look about us to see 
outcasts who once were horsed 
on an idea, appealing to an ephe- 
meral prejudice, disseminating 
distrust and hatred, scoring the 
triumphs of momentary enthus- 
iasms. Heney is bound to go the 
way of the rest. He -hall; learn 
that in the human breast the sen- 
timent of kindness transcend? 
the spirit of hatred. 
So, I say, 


there is no time so jyopitious as 
the present, fqr Mr. Keney's star 
is at its apogee. The press will 
run on long after the Heney star 
returns to its nebular state, and 
then will come the slings and ar- 
rows of outrageous fortune. That 


Heney migttt persuade the 


newspapers to behave themselves 
I am inclined to believe. He tellj 
us himself, that he has whipped 
the Chronicle into line, 
The 


Chronicle, he; says, is the enemy 
of the .Prosecution, but he has 
brought the big stick to bear on 
Mr. De Young. In other., words, 
he has found it expedient for the 
furtherance* of his beneficient pur- 
poses to put restraint on the 
liberty of the pness. 
The story 


of this whipping into line as re- 
Jated by the attorneys for the 
prosecution has been so widely 
disseminated that I am surprised 
the Chronicle doesn't aVsert its 
independence and defy MrJJeney 
to do his worst. It is pretty 
tough to be whipped into line by 
Mr. Heney, but much tougbelr to 
have Mr. Heney boast about it. 


OTIS AND 
HENEY.

this Miles Gloriosus of the bar 
has not been entirely a success in 
Los Angeles, a city which he re- 
cently honored with his pom- 
pous preaence,v There he re- 
ceived eome attention "from Gen- 
eral Harrison Gray Otis, Editor 
of the Times, the most successful 
and influential daily newspaper in 
the West. Readers of the Sari 
Francisco dailies have not been 
supplied with all the news of the 
Otis-Heney mixup. It is against

When Heney eructated his in-

From 
deltly expurgated news columns 
we learn that Heney replied in 
forceful language to the false 
charge that he had been convicted 
of the crime of killing an old man 
in Arizona. But no such charge 
was made against Jiim. This is 
the language oi the Times in its 
reply to the insinuations o,f the 
Sugar Trust's attorney: "It is as 
absurd to charge that the position 
of the Times taken seventeen 
years ago and sustained with 
many hard blow;s against all 
comers^ ever since, was influenced

sponsible for the killing of an old 
man in Arizona by, Heney, or for 
the conviction and punishment of 
the same Heney by an Arizona 
court for having had improper 
relations with a jury before whom 
he was trying a case," 


THE ARTFUL 
DODGER. 


To the foregoing the Hon. 


Francis Joseph Heney who hates 
corruption in all its moods and 
'tenses and who has no fear of be- 
ing? righteous overmuch made 
prompt reply. But in this prompt 
reply there was no reference to 
the jury scandal. Heney prefer- 
red to discuss the murder case. 
He denied that he had ever been 
indicted for murder. Thereupon 
the Times pronounced Mr, Heney 
a dodger. "Why, did you dodge 
and 
twist 
and 
squirm, Mr. 


Ifeney?" asked General Otis, 
"The offense for which you were 
convicted and punished was not 
the killing of Dr. Handy, but pro- 
fessional misconduct as an at- 
torney in having had ftnproper. 
relations with a jury before whom 
you were trying a case. The 
tTimes so stated. It printed the 
actual court record,. Why did 
you misquote the Times, Mr. 
Heney? Why 
did you wiggle

case?" To these questions Mr. 
Heney made prompt and vigor- 
ous reply. "I'll send General 
Otis to jail," said the Hon. Miles 
Gloriosus Heney. The thrill im- 
parted by these words is due to 
Mr. Heney's reputation for "mak- 
ing good." In "making good" as 
a prosecutor Mr. Heney is won- 
derfully felicitous. And it is no 
disparagement of his achieve- 
ments to condemn his methods. 
He said he would send Ruef to 
jail and Ruef is in jail. The day 
after he said he would send Ruef 
to jail he went into sequestered 
retreat and said gloomily to a 
friend^ that he had made an ass 
of himself, but lo! and behold!

THE CHARGE 
AGAINST OTIS. 


Upon what charge the Hon. 


Francis Heney is to send Gen- 
eral Harrison Gray Qtw to jail it 
would be interesting to' know. 
With Judige Dunne to preside and 
ready to appoint an FJisor select- 
ed by the Prosecution to handle 
the, jury, it probably dclsn't 
matter m*a» what charge i* pre- 


ferred against the Los Angeles 
editor^ but still as a friend of 
General -Otis I am curious to 
'Icnow the character of the of- 
fense of which he is to be accused. 
Libel is the charge usually made 
atgainst editors, but Mr. Heney 
is too wise to give an editor the 
opportunity, to prove the truth of 
offensive matter. When Attor- 
ney Moore adjudged him a rascal 
he was content with the retort 
that the old gentleman was a liar, 
thus preferring to join issue arid 
let the matter drop. I am con- 
fident that General Otis is not to 
be jailed for libel. I believe that 
Mr. Heney realize* that while 
strictures on personal character 
should never enliven a polite con- 
troversy, it is eminently fit and 
proper that the calcium should be 
turned on his personality since he 
has made it an element of the 
graft prosecution. I would cen- 
sure General Otis severely for 
raking up the ashes of Mr. 
Heney's dead past in Arizona 
were it not for the pre-tenfeion on 
Mr. Heney's part of being in- 
spired not by the jingle of the 
Spreckels coin but solely by his 
hatred of corruption and all forms 
of disKonesty, 
While a com- 


prehensive review of the Heney 
past cannot illuminate the ques- 
tion of the degree of a bribe- 
giver's turpitude, yet 
if Mr. 


Heney is to have the ear of the 
court, of the Grand Jury, of the 
eljsor and of all the other func- 
tionaries of justice upon the 
theory that his personal charac- 
ter is above reproach and that he 
is acting as the arm of a spiritual 
power for the regeneration of a 
city it might be of some impor- 
tance to ascertain whether his 
virtue is congenial or merely an 
ornament assumed for a gala oc- 
casion. In his capacity as public 
prosecutor Mr. Heney has been 
smudging* character with a very 
free hand, and his words have had 
considerable weight because, ow- 
ing to his aggressiveness in the 
'role of civic patriot, the lawyer, 
the enthusiastic . advocate, has 
been differentiated in the public 
mind from the sincere arid vir- 
tuous reformer. In the circum- 
stances it is well that the public 
should know whether Mr. Heney 
is a really-truly reformer or only 
a make-believe. 
As for Gen- 


eral Otis, by the way, his patriot- 
ism ' has been put to the test. 
Long before Mr. Heney was dry 
behind the ears General Otis was 
fighting for his coun', /. 
And 


many, years later when Mr. Heney 
and I were both able to go to the. 
front for our country and Gen- 
em! Otis might well have been 
resting on his laurels, Mr. Heney 
and I were taking our ease and 
comfort in little old San Fran- 
cisco while General Otis was en- 
during hardships and risking his 
life in the hot jungles of the 
Philippines. 
This Otis is the 


man that the flippant Mr. Heney 
airily talks about sending to jail 
as though it were a matter of as 
little moment as the state of Abe 
Ruef's health. 


THE HANDY 
CASE. 


Since writing the foregoing 


I have received a copy of the Los 
Angeles Times of July 5th con- 
taining a despatch from Tuscon, 
Arizona. 
If this despatch does 


not recite facts then Mr. Heney 
should have no difficulty in send- 
ing General Otis to jail for libel. 
In this despatch is recited the 
history of the killing of Dr. 
Handy. The Times correspon- 
dent also gives a lot of very in- 
terestmg data 
respecting./ the 


career of Mr. Heney in Arizona, 
•and quotes from the court record 
in the murder case to4>rove that 
Heney's version of the shooting 
which he recently gave in Los 
Anglese conflicts materially with 
his sworn statement made on hi* 
preliminary examination.
